The “Spanish swindle" letters is a 
confidence game of such ancient ori­ 
gin that it is supposed to pre-date 
the shell game. 
In fact, the "S pan­ 
ish swindle letter" is supposed to car­ 
ry whiskers. 


When Julius Deering, Brainerd tin­ 
ner, got one of these letters, he laugh- 
ed and took the letter, spiked it on 
an order hook and used the hack of 
it to figure out how much tin it took 
to make some farm er’s barn ventila­ 
tor. 
He let the Dispatch have the let­ 
ter and it was published. 


Now one would suppose St. Paul 
business men knew baout these “Span­ 
ish letters.” But not so! 
One of them 
came near investing $4,000 savings in 
the game. 


This was brought out when post­ 
office Inspectors announced that re­ 
cent warnings in newspapers of a re­ 
vival of the old Spanish swindle led 
one St. Paul business 
man. 
whose 
name is withheld, to the postal author­ 
ities for consultation instead

Nibbled “ for a hark*’ 


The St. Paul man nibbled at the 
bait “for a lark.” 
The whole thing

Paul man would be of assistance, there 
would be a large reward.

EOI R.POW ER TREATY RATIFIER 


T he ratification of tho Four-Power Pacific treaty by the 
United States Senate, by a vote of 67 to 27, four more than the 
necessary two-thirds, is a matter of profound gratification to a 
vast majority of the American people. 
It means much, indeed, for our country— for the world. 
For 
had the Senate failed to ratify this treaty the work of the Arma­ 
ment Conference would have been for naught. 
We should have 
continued a race for control of the sea, with the expenditures in­ 
creasing as steadily and as rapidly as did military expenditures in 
the European rivalry which culminated in the great war. 
If the Senate had failed to ratify the Four-Power treaty, all 
the agreements upon anxious questions of Far Eastern policy 
would have been abandoned; and Japan, expectant of war, would 
not have released its hold upon Shantung, upon Chinese railroads, 
upon Siberia. 
Had the treaty failed of ratification England would be in 
military and naval alliance with Japan, a constant threat to Amer­ 
ica. We should inevitably have had a war with Japan. 
The ratification of the Four-Power treaty means the triumph 
of diplomacy become sane at last, the triumph of common sense, 
the triumph of democracy making its determination felt upon 
government. 
We cannot, at this time, realize the full purport of the work 
of the Armament Conference, and the ratification of the agree­ 
ments there made by the Senate. There is promise, however, that 
the peace thus secured will stand as the mark of a new epoch in 
world history, for what it accomplishes and for the example it 
gives the world. 
The American people will probably not forget the four sen­ 
ators claiming to be Republicans who voted against ratification 
of this treaty. They were Borah, France, Johnson and La Follette.

«MARE IX GERMANY* 


R e p o r t s from Berlin indicate that the familiar trade-mark, 
"Made in Germany,” is soon again to be stamped on German ex­ 
port wares. 
The agitation to revive this trade-mark, which was 
known in three-fourths of the market cities of the world before 
the war, has been increasing in industrial and commercial circles 
in Germany. 
If Congress fails to pass the Republican protective tariff bill 
the people of the United States will not have to rely on newspaper 
reports to get this information. 
They will have reminders of it 
every day as they read "Made in Germany” on thousands of a r­ 
ticles which are displacing the domestic production. 
In the year 1921 we imported $80,000,000 worth of goods 
from Germany. 
That, perhaps, isn’t such a huge sum, but it 
becomes interesting -when one begins to study the import value 
cf the goods and finds hosiery at ll cents, pocket knives at' IO 
cents, razors at IG cents, scissors and shears at 14 cents, and cor­ 
responding prices on many other "Made in Germany” goods. 
And in studying these figures, one begins to realize that be­ 
cause of the difference in the American and German valuations, 
$80,000,000 worth of German imports represents the displacement 
of more than $250,000,000 worth of American products in the 
home market. 
It must be remembered, too, that the consumer is stuck by 
the importer just the same, for, although the goods are bought at 
the German valuation, and import duties are paid upon this valua­ 
tion, the American purchaser is compelled to pay the retailer 
American prices when he buys them. 
The cheap labor cost in 
Germany is responsible for the low market value of the goods 
in that country. 


HUGHES AXR GENOA 


H o n . Ch a s. E. H u g h e s , our able Secretary of State, seems to 
have a correct understanding of American public opinion. 
In his 
admirable letter declining the invitation to Genoa, Mr. Hughes 
said: 
"This government cannot be unmindful of the clear conviction 
of the American people, while desirous, as has ever been abun­ 
dantly demonstrated, suitably to assist in the recovery of economic 
Europe, that they should not unnecessisarily become involved in 
European political problems.” 
That is to say, in effect, we will attend to our own business, 
which, in fact, will keep us reasonably busy.

Chicago’s 
tight for a flve-eent carfare, today out­ 
lined his campaign to drive privately

The mayor consented to give his 
views in an exclusive interview with 
tho United P ress—the first interview 
he has grantee in several y ears—only 
when it was pointed out that many 
other cities faced traction problems 
sim ilar to that in Chicago, and experi­ 
ences gained here might be helpful to 
other municipalities, 
“ In dealings of the street, car com ­ 
panies with tho city, the case has a l­ 
ways been ‘heads the com panies win, 
tails tho city loses’,” the mayor de­ 
clared. 
“The only solution of the street ra il­ 
way problem in Chicago is the ow n­ 
ership of the railways by the people 
and their operation by trustees elect­ 
ed by the people for that purpose,” 
continued the mayor, 
“The United States Suprem e Court 
had pointed out. that. experience de­ 
m onstrates that 
the aim of private 
ownership is to get tile largest am ount 
of pay for the sm allest am ount of 
service; while the proper aim of public 
ow nership is to 
give 
the 
largest 
am ount of service for 
the 
sm allest 
amount, of*pay. 
“T here is no doubt, that public ow n­ 
ership is m ore desirable than private 
ownership, especially in a city like 
Chicago, where good local tra n sp o rta ­ 
tion at a low cost is so vital to the 
comfort and convenience of our peo­ 
ple who work for u living.” 
Going into the history of the C hica­ 
go fight for lower fares, the m ayor 
s a id : 
“In 1007 the street railway com ­ 
panies made co n tracts with the city of 
Chicago, and through a referendum , 
directly with the people. By these con­ 
tracts the com panies agreed to fu r­ 
nish first class service for live cent 
fares until F eb ru ary I, 1027. 
“The com panies have never furnish­ 
ed first Class service. 
T heir service 
has been abom inable. Their contracts, 
during the first twelve years, w ere 
very profitable. They made net profits 
of more than $100,000,000. 
“When on account of tho w ar some 
lean years threatened, the com panies 
obtained from the public utilities com ­ 
mission an increase in rates from 5 
o 8 cents, which put an additional b u r­ 
den on the car riders of $00,000 a 
day, or $21,000,000 a year. 
The courts 
have held that the Public Utilities 
Commission represented the state and 
that the contracts of the city could 
be abrogated by the commission. 
“L ater the Illinois Com merce Com­ 
mission, appointed by 
Gov. 
Small, 
which had fully as m uch authority us 
the Public Utilities Commission, o r­ 
dered the five cent fare restored. 
A 
United States C ourt enjoined this o r­ 
der of the 
Com merce 
Commission, 
which held out a m easure of relief for 
car patrons, and thereby continued the 
8-cent fare.” 
Tho m ayor declared that the Chica­ 
go people had approved the settlem ent 
contracts m ade in 1907 “because they 
believed those contracts provided for 
public ow nership a t their m atu rity ,” 
but were in reality to prevent the pub­ 
lic from ever acquiring the lines. 
“To strengthen the hold of Hie com ­ 
panies upon the streets,” the mayor 
explained, "a joker was introduced in­ 
to the contracts providing that while 
the rights of the companies to the 
streets would expire F ebruary I. 1027, 
the city could not authorize any other 
company to operate in the streets, ex­ 
cept upon condition that the company 
would pay the present com panies the 
purchase price of the contracts. 
“A representative of the com panies 
testified that there is $sr>,000,000 to 
$90,000,000 in this 
padded 
purchase 
price that is not represented in any 
property at all. 
H ence it is obvious 
that neither tho city nor any other 
company could ever acquire the lines 
under the co n tracts.” 
The mayor, as a solution to tho prob­ 
lem, declared he was “for an independ­ 
ent transportation district to acquire 
aud operate the street railway p ro p ­ 
erties. directly dirtier the m anagem ent 
of officials elected by tbs people for 
that purpose.” 
“Only in this way can the people 
have anything to say about w hat kind 
of service they shall have at what 
price,” he concluded.
